REMARKS 

The foregoing amendments and following remarks are submitted to address the 
issues raised in the Office Action mailed June 19, 2006. After entry of the foregoing 
amendments, claims 1-26 and 28-34 are currently pending in the application. Claims 1- 
12 stand withdrawn from consideration and claim 27 has been cancelled. Claim 13-34 
stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite. Claims 
13-14, 18, 22 and 26-27 stand rejected under 102(b) as being anticipated by Ahmed et 
al. (U.S. 5,114,751). Claims 15-16 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ahmed as applied to claims 13-14, 18, 22, and 26-27, and further in 
view of Newton et al. (U.S. 5,21 1 ,992). Claims 17 and 28-30 stand rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ahmed as applied to claims 13-14, 18, 22, 
and 26-27, and further in view of Smith (U.S. 4,1 99,624). Claims 1 9-21 and 23 stand 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ahmed as applied to 
claims 13-14, 18, 22, and 26-27, and further in view of Benton et al. (U.S. 4,657,788). 
Claim 25 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ahmed 
in view of Benton as applied to claims 19-21 and 23, and further in view of Todd (U.S. 
2,654,462). Claim 24 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ahmed as applied to claims 13-14, 18, 22, and 26-27, and further in view of Todd 
(U.S. 2,654,462). Claims 31-32 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ahmed in view of Smith as applied to claims 17 and 28-30, and 
further in view of Benton. Claims 33-34 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Ahmed in view of Smith and Benton as applied to claims 31- 
32, and further in view of Newton. 

Applicant respectfully requests consideration of the application in view of the 
foregoing amendments and the following remarks. 

Claim Amendments 

Applicant has amended claims 13, 15, 19, 23, 26, 28 and 33 to clarify and/or 
remove the indefinite terms in those claims. Further, Applicant has amended claims 13 
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and 26 to recite a specific, novel autodepositable coating for use in the method and 
process of the presently claimed invention. Support for this amendment can be found 
throughout the specification and, in particular, beginning in paragraph [0059] 



Rejections under 35 U.S.C. S 102(b) and 103(a) 

Applicant respectfully asserts that the inclusion of a specific formulation for a 
novel autodepositable coating in the independent claims 13 and 26 render all rejections 
under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) and 103(a) moot.
